3. Prom tha content of ths attached, £. ^ deduced that the "ex- 

agent* 1 was undoubtedly Karl HASS. Upon SIRACUSA* a return to Borne on 
II September P 1 lleoueeed Subject with him and queried him as to 
how much he knew about PASQUALE, and how long he had used Itim am a 
narcotlos informant. SIRACUSA said he had v— t PASQUALE about a year 
ago, knew very little about him, and only occasionally received 
narootios leads t rum Mm. He added however that he never trusted 
PASQUALE whom he desorlbed as a slippery sort who appeared to live by 
his wits. STBAQOSA said PASQUALE had been to see him on 16 September^ 
had. repeated his story of the attacbesnt end had offered to bring the 

Awoeato, who was in possession of the documents, end the documents to 
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opinion that they wore piling a dangerous gene under the Italian lav. 
DEL PAPA stated be had no fear of the lav since he was protected by a 
lawyer dealing in the interest of a client and added that he knew the

CT J again stated that tha Embassy 
bad no funds available to buy such information but that should they, out 
of motives of good will, care to give the name he would appreciate It. 
DEL PAPA countered by saying he could not go ary further or divulge any 
Information without the authorisation of hie client (KMBGKE). At that 
point CT 3 closed the interview by abating that we had nothing further 
to talk about and repeated that ehould they want to comunicate the 
name of the secretary they could give it to PASQUAIS who could pass it 
; to SIRAOUSA.
